The communique did not name 
the target of the attack, but an 
informed British source said the 
bombers were aimed at heavy in 
dustries, blast furnaces, an alec 
trie power station, a rail junction 
and a railroad bridge across the 
Rhine. 
A spell of bad flying weather in 
terrupted the R.A.F.’s attacks on 
Germany after the daylight raids 
on Danzig and Flensburg Satur­ 
day. The last previous night raid 
by the R.A.F. was carried out 
against Wilhelmshaven July 8.

5.—Because of several errors of 
law occurring at the trial and to 
which exceptions were taken by 
defendant at the time. 
6.—And for other errors mani­ 
fest from the face of the record. 
Meanwhile, Moore is being held 
in the Mahoning county jail at 
Youngstown, his mandatory life- 
term sentence deferred until the 
ruling on the motion. 
Moore’s trial is believed to have

Would ’Strip’ Henderson 
A parity price is one which 
would give crops the purchasing 
power they enjoyed from 1909 to 
1914. The bill approved by the 
house committee would authorize 
government loans to farmers up 
to IOO percent of parity. 
The administration's fight in the 
senate Is against restrictions on 
OPA expenditures written into a 
pending fl.356,000,000 supplemen­ 
tal money bill by the senate ap­ 
propriations committee. 
Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky told tbe senate yester­ 
day the limitations would strip 
Henderson of virtually all of his 
authority over prices.

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U. S. GUNS SPEEDILY 
DOWN 2 JAP PLANES

CAIRO, July 14—Axis armored 
forces have been repulsed in an 
other eastward lunge on the Egyp­ 
tian corridor battle front and the 
"enemy has been hit heavily by the 
R.A.F. despite desert sandstorms, 
British headquarters announced to­ 
day. 
The enemy attacked with tanks 
and truck-borne infantry at the 
coastal end of the battle line west 
of El Alameln yesterday, a com­ 
munique said, and there was con 
tact also between opposing columns 
inland, on the southern end of the 
line, but there was no Indication 
which side is on the offensive 
there. 
As the land front flared back 
into action, Britain harried the 
Axle Mediterranean supply lines, 
trying with the great guns of her 
fleet and far-ranging bombers of 
the R.A.F. to choke off reinforce­ 
ments for the enemy and whittle 
down his reserve* of machines and 
supplies. 
Air Activity Intensified 
MAlr activity was intensified In 
the battle area,” said the joint re­ 
port of British headquarters and 
the R. A. F.

Nazis Threaten Push 
Into Vital Volga Area 


Russian Army Newspaper Says Hitler 
Seeks Victory Before New Front 
Can Be Opened In Europe

Three German columns, superior to the Russians in the 
number of men and machines, were stabbing their way today 
into the northern neck of the Caucasian area, threatening at 
once a sweep to the industrialized lower Volga and isolation 
of the entire Caucasus. 
Red Star, the Russian army newspaper, characterized the 
offensive as a mighty race for victory before a second Euro­ 
pean front cap tie opened. 
“ The Germans want to defeat us before our Allies can land 
on the continent,” Red Star said. 
The Russians, acknowledging the threat to Stalingrad on the Volga 
as the deepest penetration of Russian soil so far, said that the enemy 
had gained ground to the south of Boguohar, which woald place the 
German spearhead either on the fringe of or actually within the so­ 
called north eau ascian area. This extend* northward between the 
Ukraine and the Stalingrad area. 
Axis reports on this phase of the battle of the Don basin placed 
th* fighting well within the north Caucasian area. at Migullnsk, 90 
miles down the Don from Boguchar and about 160 miles northwest 
of Stalingrad. 
It seems mors than ever that only a great diversion aflank or al 
the rear, or sheer German exhaustion in the task of beating down the 
resistance of the Bed army can curb Hitler’s all-out effort. 
The Russians, once successful in winter counteroffensives that 
rectified the vast hattlellne to their advantage seem unable to seine 
the Initiative save in isolated sectors. 
Russians reports said that a German attempt at "vertical envel­ 
opment” of Russian positions northwest of Moscow with air-bornd 
troops was liquidated, with many of them shot down before landing 
and the remainder wiped oat aground. 
Despite this It was conceded the Germans, with numerical super­ 
iority in the German-chosen sones for offensive notion, have gained 
ground both near Rahev, which Hee southwest of Kalinin and ISO milos 
from Moscow, and in tbslr drives across the Don basin against the 
lower Volga and the upper Caucasus.

"WITH JAPAN’! LIADIRg,” by 
Frederick Moore. 
THERE ar* 
few 
rousing 
cli­ 
maxes in Frederick Moore’* 
With Japan’s leader”, and there 
is on* anomaly which is po ob­ 
vious that every reader of the’ 
book will at one* see It. This is 
the fact that Moor* remained In 
Japanese employ ap to Doc. 7. 
last, although by hts own account 
be was convinced war was Inevit­ 
able for more than a year before 
that day. 
But tbs book is a deep study of 
the Japanese mind and a peculi­ 
arly apt recital of the changing 
polielas of the Japanese govern­ 
ment. It should be very valuable 
to armchair strategists tha coun­ 
try ovar. 
These strategists also will think 
of a reason tor Mr. Moore’s deci­ 
sion to remain with tha Japanese. 
It could have been that he re­ 
ported on th* side to our govern- 
ment—although there is no hint 
of a definite arrangement in the 
text. 
Mr. Moor* first tanflbd with the 
Japan**# in Itll. Not directly 
employed through all the yeers 
up to Pearl Harbor, he atm never 
lost contact Through many years 
he was receiving a salary from 
Japan, and for a time be helped 
•pend on “entertainment” a great 
deal of the money Japan sent to 
America for propaganda. 
Mr. Moors was convinced that 
Japanese propaganda would de­ 
feat Its object but only partly 
persuaded the Japanese In this 
country that be was right 
Two sets of circumstances are 
especially notable In the book. 
One is the way In which japan 
was stolen from tho Japanese and 
taken over by th* younger mili­ 
tarists. Mr. Moore knew what was 
happening long before the world 
generally knew, and, be says, a 
large share of bls work aa “ad­ 
viser” 
was 
devoted 
to 
subtle 
moves to combat this dangerous 
shift. 
Th# second sot of events was 
tha way in which Japan was first 
maneuvered by Hitler Into the 
Axis, and then forced by the mili­ 
tarists into the campaigns which 
brought th* world down about 
her ear*. 
According to the book, the last 
three Japanese ambassadors 
to 
Hie United States were men of 
parts, and at least Salto and No­ 
mura came to 
understand 
the 
dangers of Japan’s course. 
Horlnouchi was less amenable, 
and of course the special ambass­ 
ador 
Kurusu 
was 
adamant. 
There Is a good deal of repetition 
in “With Japan’s Leaders”, but it 
la still the kind of book one 
should read word for word.

New Precautions Are Taken 


In Netherlands, Belgium

LONDON, July 14—German oc­ 
cupation authorities were reported 
today to have put the Netherlands 
on an “Invasion” footing and en­ 
forced new defense precautions in 
Belgium and northern France as the 
British press clamored with grow­ 
ing insistence for a second front to 
help Russia.

In an obvious reply to repeated 
statements by critics that British 
design and production of guns and 
tanks lags behind the Germans, 
Lyttelton said that in field artil­ 
lery there is no reason “to be 
frightened of our equipment com­ 
pared with the Germans.”

4 KILLED, 8 INJURED

EW YORK, July 14 — This Is 
France’s Bastille day — an an­ 
niversary which In happy times, 
before the bloody hand of Hitler­ 
ism struck down the nation, was 
celebrated like our Fourth of July. 
On this day 153 years ago the 
revolutionists stormed and pulled 
down the Bastille prison which for 
centuries had stood as the monu­ 
ment of Injustice aud torture. So 
Bastille day was made the annual 
occasion of thanksgiving for the 
blessing of liberty, equality and 
fraternity. 
Before the coming of the Nazi 
beast all France bravely was decor­ 
ated with the tri-colors and the 
population turned out en masse in 
Sunday best to worship at the 
abrine of liberty. 
But the days of rejoicing were 
wiped out two years ago when 
the Boche ground France’s lnde 
pendence into the muddy fields of 
Flanders. 
Everywhere the Hun has left his 
mark of arrogance and brutality, 
Down In Vichy a fox-faced, swarthy 
visaged little man sits and schemes 
and tells his down-trodden people: 
“I 
desire Germany’s victory.’ 
Laval the fox doesn’t represent 
the citizens of France. Knowing 
the French people so well, and 
having watched the development 
of this situation carefully, I be­ 
lieve that the vast majority of 
them still are pro-Ally and anti 
German. 
It’s difficult to stand up to the 
oppressor when you are hungry 
Md your loved ones are in far 
away Germany in the labor gangs

REQUENT warnings to phys! 
clans that they will be drafted 
unless they volunteer for commis 
lions with the armed forces have 
resulted in considerable confusion 
in 
the minds of doctors, draft 
boards and communities which may 
be affected by shortage of medical 
care. 
Ohio 
physicians 
h a v e 
been 
warned by army, navy and man­ 
power officials of the government 
and their own 
medical associa­ 
tions that they can be taken into 
aervice by the draft if they do 
not volunteer and Dr. Robert Con* 
rad, chairman of the Ohio medical 
procurement and assignment com 
mlttee, has called upon them "to 
meet their responsibilities volun 
tarily—now.” 
This prodding originated by Man 
power Chief Paul V. McNutt, bas 
resulted in a large number of doc 
tora in Ohio, and an even higher 
proportion in Stark county, accept­ 
ing commissions In the medical 
corps of the army or navy. 
But 
meanwhile 
many doctors 
under 45. highest age subject to 
draft call, have been seeking ad­ 
vice from their draft board mem 
hers. Will they be drafted? Should 
they volunteer right away or walt 
to finial! current cases? Will they 
be drafted out of hand and be put 
in as privates, perhaps serving only 
aa orderlies in some base hospital? 
S 
OME selective service officials 
have held that the selective 
service act permits the calling of 
men with special skills. 
However. Section 632.2 (c) of 
the selection aervice regulations 
says: "No call shall be made for 
men with special qualifications.** 
In other words, selective service 
boards are not entitled to call doc­ 
tors for Inductions simply because 
they are doctors. It must call them 
under exactly the same regulations 
and procedure used to call any 
other registrant. 
However, within 
these regula­ 
tions selective service Aas made 
It possible to give doctors special 
consideration in classifying them. 
A recent release from MaJ. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey, national direc­ 
tor, Instructed boards thus: 
‘In considering the 
classifica­ 
tion of a registrant who is a qual­ 
ified medical doctor, dentist or 
doctor of veterinary medicine, the 
local board may, if It find! such a 
registrant should not be deferred 
for reasons other than dependency, 
take into consideration tho pay and 
allowances which such a registrant 
would receive lo the event he Is 
commissioned in the armed forces. 
"In virtually all* Instances the 
pay and allowances of such reg­ 
istrant, lf ha were commissioned 
as an officer, would be sufficient 
to eliminate the question of de- 
dendency.” 


THI8 does not say, however, that 
the local board should disre­ 
gard dependency questions In class­ 
ifying a doctor’, dentist or veterin­ 
ary. It also does not answer the 
question of what would become of 
the dependents of such a registrant 
lf he were Inducted as a private. 
Actually, it Is understood, such 
a registrant would have an oppor­ 
tunity of earning a commission by 
completing 13 weeks of basic train­ 
ing, then going through an offi­ 
cer's training school for another 
three or four months. 
And In addition, there is nothing 
to indicate that doctors are to be 
considered 
differently 
than 
any 
other registrant under the new 
category system, which holds that 
married men with children will be 
inducted last. 
So, actually at present there ere 
no regulations or rulings which 


demand that local boards give doc­ 
tors any different consideration 
than any one else. But there have 
been threats, specifically by Mr. 
McNutt, that changes may be made 
so that they can be inducted aa a 
class. This undoubtedly would re­ 
quire a change In the law. 
T 
HERE Is no longer any question 
of the drastic need for doctors, 
dentists and veterinaries In the 
armed forces. Consequently a regu 
lar and sane procedure bas been 
set up to enlist these men througH 
national and state procurement and 
assignment boards, made up of 
members of these professions. 
This board Is set up to take the 
applications 
of 
doctors 
and 
to 
expedite steps toward their assign 
ment 
and 
commissioning. 
Tbs 
boards also ara obtaining lists of 
all doctors under the age of 45 by 
checking medical directories and 
through 
selective 
service 
local 
board files. 
* 
Than the board determines which 
doctors are essential and should 
not be taken for armed service, 
These Include physicians such as 
technical specialists essential in 
the operations of hospitals or phy 
Biriani 
located 
in 
communities 
where a definite shortage would 
result if they were taken. 
A doctor still can be commis­ 
sioned directly by the army or 
navy by applying either at corps 
area headquarters at Fort Hayea, 
Columbus, or at the headquarters 
of the ninth naval district at Great 
Lakes, IIL * 
However, 
many 
doctors 
have 
made such applications and never 
heard further about them. They 
have been instructed to reapply if 
such unheard from applications are 
more than four months old. The 
bottleneck seems to be In the pro­ 
curement and assignment service 
In Washington. 
THE most certain way Is to ap­ 
ply for a commission directly 
through the state medical procure­ 
ment and assignment board, but 
this apparently does not apply to 
the navy. 
A doctor facing this dilemma 
should remember these things: 
Under present regulations his 
draft board .will not call bim any 
sooner than It would if the indi­ 
vidual were any other registrant. 
If he Is single and with no de­ 
pendents this means at once. If 
he is single but with dependents, 
In the near future; lf he is mar­ 
ried hut has no children, perhaps 
by early fall, and if he is married 
with children, by late this year or 
possibly early next year. 
If he does walt for Induction 
he faces the probability of serving 
13 weeks of basic training as an 
enlisted man, and then officer’s 
training school before being com­ 
missioned. 
The higher commissions are be­ 
ing filled first. The longer a doctor 
waits to apply, the less chance he 
has of receiving a high appoint­ 
ment. 
A doctor v^ho applies through 
the medical assignment and pro­ 
curement board should not close 
his office and wind up his affairs 
until he has definite assurance of 
being accepted. 
If his application is delayed, he 
should follow It up through that 
board, but It Is Inadvisable for him 
to write to Washington. If a long 
time has passed without his hear­ 
ing anything, the best thing he 
can do is to reapply. 
Any draft board can give a doc­ 
tor the information as to where he 
should apply. Most boards have 
adopted (he policy of warning a 
doctor to apply before calling him 
for induction.

With Cash Assurance Till He Gets 


Adjusted Is One, Then So Be It

APT. DANIEL J. SULLIVAN, U. S. A., retired, 
of Tujunga, Calif., Is one of many former army 
men expressing approval of my idea of continuing 
the pay of the soldiers and sailors In this war for 
a year after honorable discharge. 
Capt. Sullivan was in the arm y 30 years, serving 
In Cuba, the Philippines, with Pershing in Mexico 
and in the F irst W orld war. He was assigned to 
the high schools of Los Angeles until he retired 
in 1924. 
He agrees w ith my theory that the payment of 
monthly sums to service men after discharge would 
mean more to them than any bonus that might be 
paid later on In a lump sum, recalling that in only 
too many cases the bonus money given the veterans 
of the last war soon slipped through their fingers 
without doing them much good. 
It has been suggested that the pay Increase given 
the service men recently Is designed in lieu of any 
subsequent adjustm ent of compensation, or bonus, 
bat I doubt that the boost will forestall the demand, 
and certainly it does not constitute a waiver. The 
new pay is the highest ever received by the service 
men of this government, yet it Is poor enough ae 
against the return demanded. 
I 
T IS poor enough as against the pay of the men 
in soft non-combatant Jobs in W ashington or of 
those who have received commissions through po­ 
litical favoritism and without previous service ex­ 
perience of any kind who will probably not be 
called on for any heavier duty than wearing their 
uniforms. 
It is d irt poor as against the sacrifice demanded 
of millions of our boys who will be serving in the 
face of death in far lands. 
I have no patience w hatever with persons who 
say that bestowing cash on the service men is 
putting a premium on patriotism . Generally these 
are persons who have never served and never ex­ 
pect to serve the colors and who probably consider 
the donation of the rubber m ats out of their auto­ 
mobiles a supreme sacrifice, if they have gone 
th at far. 
Perhaps some of them are descendants of gentle­ 
m en who paid big money to substitutes to take 
their places in the ranks in the Civil war and thus 
developed the theory that cash can be a premium 
on patriotism. 
If giving a man sufficient salary to guarantee 
th e comfort of his loved ones at home and afford 
him peace of mind in that respect as he offers 
his life to his country, is a premium, I say let us 
h are more premiums. 


THE MOST Im portant individual in the United 
States today Is the service man in the combat 
lines. On him depends the present and future safety 
of all of us. Nothing is too good for him now and 
nothing is too good for him airer the banda stop 
playing and the cheering dies away. 
The saddest thing about our wars In the past 
has been the readiness of the people who remained 
a t home to forget our soldiers and sailors after 
the fighting ended.

Discovery of the three was reported to the Fed­

Latest Prohibited List Fixed 


To Help Conserve Metal 


By The Aaaec lated Frees. 
WASHINGTON, July 14 — The 
War Production Board Monday add­ 
ed mors than 250 civilian articles 
ranging from crochet books to pari­ 
mutuel machines to the list of 
those whose manufacture Is pro­ 
hibited by the iron and steel con­ 
servation order. 
Production of some of the arti­ 
cles tor civilian use already had 
been halted by another order which 
limited dellverlea of iron and steel 
to manufacturers holding military 
priority ratings. 
The new group of banned arti­ 
cles Is set forth In a list which 
supplement* the previous tabula­ 
tion. A manufacturer of items on 
the supplementary list Is allowed 
30 days to fabricate iron and steel 
for these purposes. Assembly of 
the processed metal is permitted 
for an additional 80 days. 
Supplemental List 
The new list includes automo­ 
bile heaters, ball park equipment, 
barber and beauty shop supplies, 
shoe buckles, merry'fo-nmnds, ani­ 
mal cages, containers for cosme­ 
tics, crochet hooks, desk sets, cur­ 
tain rings, reducing machines, gar­ 
den tools, magic lanterns, many 
items, of hospital equipment, iron­ 
ing hoards, key cases, dog chains 
and collars, race track apparatus 
including mutual machines, siphon 
charges, swimming pool equipment, 
lawn tools, trunks, umbrella shafts, 
vanity cate* and weather vanes. 
Businessmen were urged anew 
yesterday to respond at once to the 
request of Donald M. Nelson, chair­ 
man of the War Production board, 
that they make typewriters avail- 
able for use by the army and 
navy. 
Change* Copper Order 
The WPB also revised Its cop­ 
per conservation order to permit 
the manufacture of binoculars and 
ship valves for military use after 
Aug. I. 
Under the original order, exemp­ 
tions for armed services and war 
agencies 
from 
the 
prohibition 
would have expired on that data. 
The order is being revised to per­ 
mit output of articles needed for 
war purposes. 
The WPB took control over the 
distribution 
of aniline, a 
move 
which gave the government au­ 
thority to dictate the use of the 
important chemical which la an 
ingredient 
of 
explosives, 
dyes, 
drugs and synthetic rubber.

"Auto owners also should record 
the serials number of the stamp on 
their bill of sales so that it can 
be reported to police iu case it is 
stolen,”

The military 
trial shared in­ 
terest yesterday with the prospect 
of criminal proceedings 
in 
the 
civil courts against 14 persons ac­ 
cused of assisting the eight Nazis 
These included the wife of the 
leader of one group who landed 
from a submarine, and the parents 
and an uncle of one of his squad. 
While formal charges have not 
been filed, there is speculation 
that at least some of the 14 may 
be tried for treason or for viola 
tion of espionage act, either of 
which could carry the death penal­ 
ty. 
14 Alda A r* Deserlbed 
The 14 were arrested in New 
York and Chicago, the cities to 
which 
the Nazis went directly 
from 
their 
landings on 
lonely 
beaches on Long Island and in 
Florida. 
They were described by the fed­ 
eral bureau of investigation as 
follows: 
Helmut Lelner, a close friend 
of Edward John Kerltng and him­ 
self approved by the German high 
command as a secret contact for 
the saboteurs In this country. Hur­ 
ling contacted him Immediately af­ 
ter his arrival and was assisted 
by Leiner in making other con­ 
tacts, explaining recent change* in 
United States laws, and in chang­ 
ing large bills. 
Leiner was born In Germany Aug. 
ll, 1909, came to the United* States 
in 1929, Is a member of the Nasi 
party and was associated with the 
German-Amerlcan bund.

Herbert Haupt left Chicago in 
the company of Wolfgang Wergin, 


son of Otto, in June, 1941, and 
went to Germany, where Wolfgang 
is reported to be now. Wergin has 
admitted that Haupt told him of 
his mission In this country, Hoover 
said. 
Wergin served In the German 
navy during the last war. He came 
to the United States in 1926 and 
was naturalized. He was described 
as a Nazi sympathizer who had 
made un-American remarks. Mrs 
Wergin also knew of Hanpt’s mis 
sion. Hoover said. 
Mr. *and Mrs. Walter Wilhelm 
Froehling were described as "im­ 
portant contacts for the German 
sabotage agents.” Froehling is an 
uncle of Herbert Haupt and was 
the first person contacted by him 
in Chicago. 
Hoover said that “Froehllngs’ 
name was on the list of persons to 
be contacted which was approved 
by the German bigh command. The

Froehling residence as a hiding 
place and a clearing for the ex­ 
change of information.” 
Froehling admitted, Hoover said, 
that Haupt left a bag containing 
$9,950 which was found by FBI 
agents. Both Mr. and Mrs. Froeh­ 
ling were born in Germany and 
were naturalized U. S. citizens.

Base For4Synthetic9 Rubber 
Developed By US. Company

WASHINGTON, July 14—Eugene J. Houdry, president of the 
Houdry Process Corp., told a senate committee Monday that his firm 
had developed a process of converting butane, a gaseous hydrocarbon, 
toto butadiene, the base for synthetic rubber, employing two steps In 
a tingle unit 
He explained that the process consists of one conversion and one 
purification step "as compared 
— ..... ■■ 
four or five steps of other compe­ 
titive processes using petroleum 
hydrocarbons." 
"The outstanding feature of the 
Houdry process — high yields and 
methods 
of 
heat 
utilisation,’’ 
Houdgy testified before a senate 
agriculture committee investigat­ 
ing the availability of farm pro­ 
ducts for synthetic rubber, "re­ 
sults in the lowest requirements of 
new plant production." 
This means, he added, that new 
plants can be built quicker with 
lest use of critical materiels, low 
er costs end "with real simplicity 
of operation.1 
Houdry refrained from describ 
tag hts process in detail but term 
ed it "simply an adaptation of the 
system used many years and a1 
ready proved In the production of 
high quality gasoline.' 
He added that there is plenty of 
butane because it is not needed 
for aviation gasoline like tome of 
its counter-parts. 
"The widely-known principles of 
the Houdry process ar* readily 
adaptable to the treating of all by 
drocarbons," Houdry said. "There 
Is no doubt that within a very short 
time we readily can adapt these 
principles to the production of 
buntadiene from aloohol with large 
savings pf materials over, any oth­ 
er alcohol process." 
Declaring that he understood 
our great Russian friends are 
making synthetic rubber starting 
from alcohol," he suggested that 
"our government get from the Rus­ 
sians technical collaboration for 
building plants using alcohol for 
butadiene." 


AKRON, July 14 — M. A. Gold­ 
berg, local representative of the 
Loewenthal Co., of Chicago, Mon­ 
day denied a charge that Rubber 
Reserve Corp. bas allowed "enor­ 
mous profits’' to his and three oth­ 
er firms under agreements con­ 
nected with the scrap rubber drive.

Garden Clinic

I want to 'plant an evergreen 
shrub and have bean told of tho 
Euonymus shrubs. Could you let 
me knew the name of the variety 
that grows to alx feet or mere In 
height, alee the name of the kind 
that makes a low hedge? 
Ie Euonymua considered to be 
shrub of a vine? 
The largest shrub among tim 
evergreen forme a Euonymus la the 
one usually sold tudor the neme of 
Euonymus patens. 
la the south 
arn third of Ohio It Ie entirely 
evergreen but In the rest of the 
state, unless protected from the 
wind and winter sun,. It Is only 
green until mid winter. 
Along tho Ohio river it fruits 
rather profusely; farther north, 
little. It Is not always hardy. On 
the other bend, the evergreen bit 
tersweet, which usually Is sold 
andor the name Euonymus radicens 
vegetns, Is completely hardy and 
completely evergreen throughout 
Ohio. It will usually make a shrub 
several feet high and four feet 
in width. 
For a hedge yon may usa either 
of the above or any upright grow- 
lng type of Euonymus radians 
AU the different forms of evergreen 
Euonymus will become vines lf 
any support is available. 


I have about four desen Ma* 
donna lilies and this year th# 
leaves near the ground turned 
black and very few af the stunted 
spikes bleemed. 
Can you tell 
me what ta de for these lilies? 
I suggest that you cut off and 
burn all the present foliage ae It 
starts to die down In about 
month, that you put about one Inch 
of new soil over the top of the 
bed before the new growth starts 
In August, that next spring before 
spring growth starts you cut off 
the leaves that were on during the 
winter, burn them, and put on an 
other half Inch or so of new soil. 
This la to act as a blanket to pre­ 
vent the spores from splashing up 
on the new growth.

Questioned In House 
Two more ships were announced 
stink May 13 with 87 or 88 stir- 
vivors reaching shore, but those 
sinkings occurred In the St. Law­ 
rence river Itself. 
At the time 14 crewmen were re­ 
ported killed, but the exact num­ 
ber of casualties never was made 
known officially. 
MacDonald made his statement 
after bring questioned in the house 
twice, last Friday by J. S. Roy. 
Independent of Gaape. Que., and 
yesterday by Conservative Leader 
R. B. Hanson, who said the new 
sinkings were common knowledge 
along the river. 
Roy ss Id he bad been advised 
by people in Gasps that three 
ships out of 14 In a convoy were 
sunk the night of July 5. 
Gaspe is on the peninsula of 


that name on the gulf southwest 
of Anticosti island. Anticosti gen­ 
erally is considered the division 
point between the spacious gulf 
and the big river, which is naviga­ 
ble to big ocean vessels as far as 
Quebec, 500 miles inland. 
Rapt Disclosure 
MacDonald showed his annoy­ 
ance with Boy’s first disclosure of 
the sinkings by telling the house: 
“We constantly are urging the

How can we expect him 
to do that if the members of the 
house indulge in such statements 
as that of the honorable member 
for Gaspe on Friday?”
